One-Sided Treaty 


T 'HF. Prim* Minister's contention 
® that NATO has been >consider- 
Ably weakened because lti member 
rations have not adhered to the 
strict letter of the treaty la, unfor¬ 
tunately. Indisputable at the moment. 

In particular. Mr. Dlefenbaker 
referred to the organization's failure 
to implement Article II of the pact 
which deals wltff economic co-opera¬ 
tion and development among the 
NATO partners. In part, this'article 
lyfcd* the contracting parties to pro¬ 
mote among themselves ”... condi¬ 
tions of stability and well-being. 
They (the NATO nations).will seek 
to eliminate conflict in their inter¬ 
national economic policies and will 
encourage economic collaboration 
between any or all of them." 

Thus It is that recent moves to 
aeparate economic alliances outsid- 
NATO both by European and North 
American countries negate to a large 
extent- the very purpose of the 
treaty. 

It could also be argued that any 
action by an individual member of 
the organization designed to restrict 
trade of other members undermines 
one of the prime aims of the agree¬ 
ment. Already auch a clash of inter¬ 
ests has arisen between the United 
States and NATO over Cuba. 


The object of the article in ques¬ 
tion was obviously originally in¬ 
tended to improve the economic 
power of the North Atlantic Alliance 
as a whole through the strengthen¬ 
ing of all its parts. It was envisaged 
among other things, for instance, 
that defence material production for 
the allied force would be shared out 
among the various treaty members 
in order to give a sound industrial 
fillip to the national economies of th-' 
pact countries involved—particularly 
the smallef nations. 

This too has gone by the board, 
with the United States, which Is the 
moat powerful member of the organ¬ 
ization. keeping to itself most of the 
large armament production program. 

Thought must be given to a more 
equitable share of mutual defence 
production if the weaker NATO 
partners are to be rid of the sus¬ 
picion that the alliance exists purely 
as an exclusive club, for the protec¬ 
tion and benefit of the larger and 
richer members. 

If more attention la not paid to 
the economic development and co¬ 
operation between all treaty mem¬ 
bers. Mr. Khrushchev’s prophesy 
that the West can be defeated with¬ 
out firing a shot map. come to pass 
in a dangerously short time,

Creating a Hodgepodge

A LDERMAN J. L. W. McLean said 
J ■ what in the vernacular has been 
termed a “mouthful’' when he de¬ 
plored the copying of other cities that 
goes on in attempts to make Victoria 
more attractive for tourists. He was 
not opposed to the Idea of a Parisian 
left-bank on the Causeway this sum¬ 
mer but he wondered what would be 
the end of all this "hodgepodge 
conglomeration.” 

There was warrant for his re¬ 
mark. There seems to be a desperate 
desire to lift things trom other 
places, as though Victoria Itself did 
not or could not have native features 
to exploit. Whatever is a success 
elsewhere seems to be an Invitation 
to transfer it here. 

For long this city was billed as a 
Little Bit of Olde England, a mis¬ 
nomer confused by having a Scots 
piper welcome the visitors. It has 
changed a well-known tourist slogan 
and borrowed a name axsoqlHlad 
with San Francisco. It has invented 
a mythical naval .captain who be¬ 
longs either to the Spanish Main or 
the Elizabethan Age. It flaunts ex¬ 
hibits redolent of other countries. It 
favors almost anything that origin¬ 
ated elsewhere. 

If Victor!* cannot unearth and 
typify Its own historical episodes and 
turn these into legitimate features of 


Interest and attraction it could better 
confine itself to improving its own 
natural assets. Much greater advan¬ 
tage could be taken of its unique and 
lovely setting. 

As matters stand this city actu¬ 
ally does small credit to Its location. 
The general architecture of down¬ 
town buildings is poor; In many in¬ 
stances shabby. The advice of town 
planning experts is In the main 
ignored. There is scarcely a thor¬ 
oughfare in the whole town before 
which a visitor might stand in awe 
or admiration. Were It not for the 
home gardens. Beacon Hill Park, and 
the sea front vistas Victoria would 
have little to bespeak It as a centre 
of attraction. ’ v ~ 

A major task awaits for the real 
beautifying of this area, for the 
introduction of grander buildings, 
wider spaces and public 4 squares, the 
provision of. yindetground .car parks, 
tree-lined boulevam*. and other far- 
reaching improvements. This could 
not be accomplished overnight but 
a long-term program of such nature 
■would bring vast benefits in future. , 

Borrowing far and wide to import 
features belonging to other places 
will, as Alderman McLqan fears, re¬ 
sult only in a hodgepodge of no 
native character.

It is well worth reflecting on that 
remark with the Commonwealth prim* 
ministers due to meet In Londoh on 
March 8. For It was made by that 
"elder statesman" among the prime 
ministers. Mr. Robert Menzlee of Aus¬ 
tralia. a stalwart believer In the unity 
of the Commonwealth. 

These meetings exemplify Common¬ 
wealth cooperation at' its highest 
level, and a most significant point 
about Mr. Menztr*' remark Is its em¬ 
phasis on the continuity of the con¬ 
tacts between the prime ministers. 
Apart trom their meeting each other 
once again at the recent United Na¬ 
tions session, practically all the prim* 
ministers have paid visits to other 
Commonwealth countries during 1960. 

And as Mr. Menziet said, they are 
always able "to communicate with 
each other without hesitation or re¬ 
serve." One need only consider th* 
complications of protocol and diplo¬

1901, 
1963. 1933. 1966. 1967 and 1960 Amid 
the wide variety of matters dealt with, 
several stand ou, as having particular 
bearing on Commonwealth co-opera¬ 
tion. 

In th* January meeting of 1961. for 
example, a recommendation was mad* 
that the existing machinery for con¬ 
sultation on questions of supply and 
production should be strengthened.

It's a ridiculous situation, this not being able to play our 
own game the way we play It and having Canadians labelled 
as assassins and worse because Ihey will knock down an 
opposing player when the opportunity la there. Bodily con¬ 
tact Is as much a pan of hockey as It Is of football or rugby 
and I suggest to thoae who like fancy skating that they stick 
with Ice Capades A pox on the nationalistic Europeans who _ 
believe there Is something to be gained by heating u* al our 
own game under their rule* enforced by their officials. We 
don't need Ihe “world" hockey tournament but It certainly 
needs us. The least we can demand before we attend la a 
fair shake.

If you have been stringing along 
with me for the last few days, you 
should hr just about ready lo kirk a 
hole In Juniors piggy hank and go 
out and huy' yourself acme, rose 
bushes. This being the case. I think 
we might spend a little time today 
examining some of the more popular 
varieties. , 

1 wouldn't be so brash as to say 
the kinds listed ftwc^atr necessarily 
the heal, for I don't have the time, 
the spare or the moolah lo try out 
every new variety as It romes along, 
but at least the varieties named below 
have bloomed well in my garden with 
a minimum of rare and attention. 

THE DOCTOR (H.T.)-ThL* rose 
honors the memory of the late Dr 
Horace MacKarland. one of Ameri¬ 
ca's leading rosarians and a prolific 
writer on garden subject*. The buds 
are long and pointed, expanding iflto 
an enormous bloom of an exquisite 
silvery pink shade. Very fragrant.. 

IRENE OK DENMARK lEToral- 
Jusi about the best white rose I have 
ever grown at least In the flori- 
hunda class. Developed by Poulsen of 
Copenhagen, the bush Is vigorous and 
not overly susceptible to mildew, 
bearing trusses of verys^Jarge and 
sweetly fragrant white blooms. 


.MR* SAM MrGREDY (H.T.l — 
That broth of an Irishman. Sam Me- 
Oredy of Portadown. has come up> 
with more good roses than you can 
shake a stick at. Including his fabu 
lous new Piccadilly, but Mrs. Ham 
will always be my favorite from the 
McClredy stables The color Is a cop¬ 
pery orange flushed with red on the 
outside of the petals. A good bloomer 
and delicately perfumed 

MAKQI ERADE mural Every 
year I get a lot of letters from awed 
readers who claim they have a rase 
bearing three different colored flow¬ 
ers all on the one hush. This ia Mu 
qurrade. which has the unusual habit 
of changing the rotor of Its flowers a* 
they age. As each (bud opens, the 
flower blooms a buff ypllow. gradu¬ 
ally changing as the days .pass in 
pink, then through orange to red A 
strong-grower. but a bit short on fra¬ 
grance. 

WHEN ELIZABETH (Grand.) 

As I explained yesterday, the grandi- 
flora class Is a cluster rose of the 
Moribund* type, but making a much 
bigger hush and larger flowers. 
Queen Elizabeth Is the first o‘f this 
rlaAs a cross between a famous old 
hybrid tea rose. Charlotte Armstrong, 
and a floribunda called Floridora. 
The stems are almost thornless and

the flowers are a delicate pure pink. 
While I don t rare much far florlbun- 
das as cut flowers ;r. the house,.

RNA HARKNEHH (H.T.l Thle 
English rose Is about the most de¬ 
pendable of all the red shades In my 
garden The flowers are beautifully 
formed, with gratefully pointed petals 
thick snd waxy in texture." lasting a 
tong lime in water. The rolor tr a 
velvety crimson red and I seem to 
.detect a seem of freshly-brewed tea 
In the fragrance the scent that gave 
the lea rose Its name 

PEACE (H.T.l I think that If 
I could grow only sne rose. It would 
be Peace. Peace Is getting to hr an 
old timer now. but it will never be¬ 
come old-hat. for to watch one of Its 
exquisite buds unfold Is an experience 
never to ue forgotten. It Is llkr-watch. 
Ing the coming of a summer dawn, 
with the shades changing hour by 
hour as the bud gradually opens, 
ranging from canary yellow, pale 
gold and cream thro&gh pink to a 
glowing golden heart .The flowers 
are bornr singly on long, straight 
stems and the bushes are probably 
the moat vigorous and troub!e-frea 
of all the hybrid teas.

You Know What You Like? 
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It has been my cpnvicllon for a long time that the 
average man has embraerd murh In modern art and 
modern music that.he doesn't understand but. even worse, 
that hr doesn’t even like and that thla is a terrible thing. 
It does seem to me that the gulf between the public and 
the artist has never been wider. 

The other day I had lunch with Abram Chaslns, 
pianist composer-crltlc-author, and he said some things 
about the public attitudes that are illuminating. “What 
Is so bad la that the average man. who is more tolerant 
of art man at any other time In history, finds himself 
farther away from It relher than doeer." said Mr. 
Chaslns. “He can't respond emotionally The average 
man la educated or was bullied Into thinking he Has a 
responsibility toward modem art But the arttv (and 
here Mr. Chaslns 1s speaking of composers) Is disregarding 
how he's used lo using hts ears. The arttsl feels not nearly 
so obllgaled to rearh this average -man as the average 
man feels responsibility to reach the artist."

The classic 
attitude of the artist Is: "Maybe you don't understand 
my work but yoAir grsndrhildrrn will." But today's artists

‘The trouble Is that the art of music and the art of 
painting snd the business of music ahd the business of 
painting are two different things. The business of art has 
founded the new academy. The individual it very fright¬ 
ened of making mistakes for Which history will hold him 
accountable. There Is a myth that great men were not 
appreciated In their time. This Is the mythology of music.' 
Actually It never happened to men whose music had Ihe 
opportunity to be hrard." 

BUI this sort of timidity, this tearfulness that one 
ought to understand what one doesn't understand and 
that one should like what one dnesn't like, has had the 
effect of placing the experimental or the difficult or tha 
downright undecipherable artist—whether he be com¬ 
poser or painter out of the range of criticism or of 
disapproval. 

Tills attitude, too. has tended to push both composer 
and artist toward the experimental and away from the 
traditional. It takes far more courage for an artist to he 
traditional because then he invites Invidious comparisons. 
"Whereas if he romes up wtth something tike nothin* 
that's ever been heard before, he's unique." said Chaslns. 
“Of course, great men of great talent have traditionally 
felt they must explore new techniques. But this la the 
professional'! business, not the public's business.

He was called away from 
this, peaceful life In 1346 (o 
tpke part in the Mexican War 
ax a brigadier generaL He 


served .with great distinction 
and bravery and was severely 
Injured during a battle. Later 
he look part In the council of 
war on the eve before the-** 
storming of Mexico City. But 
he fell III that same night and 
a friend had to taka his placa ' 
at the head of hts troop*. The 
friend was killed. 

Pierce returned to the peace 
and quiet of Concord. Six 
years pasted. Then, after 
having been out of national 
1 politics for 10 years, he was 
nominated for the presidency 
at the Democratic convention 
of 1852,
